This idealism was illustrated by the men who went to the 
rescue of Europe when the liberté of the world was at stake, but 
who after victory retired from the fleld “unencumbered by xpoils, 
independent, unattached, and unbought.” Another illustration was 
the Amorican response to the appzal fur five million dollars for 
Japanesecrelief. to which about double that sum had immediately

Herr Hugo Stinnes is armong the Ruhr representatives who to- 
day conferred with the Imperial! Government as regards the ques- 
tion of abandonment of passive resistance. It is unofficially known 
-that the majority of the delegates favoured abandonment, on the 
ground that passive resistance recently has been benefitting the 
French more than the Germans, and the financing of resistance is 
using-up paper marks to such an extent that itis literally impossible 
to produce them. Herr Stresemann is non-conferring with the party 
leaders and State Premiers, and will address the Reichstag on 
: The papers point out that this is the most ‘critical week 
‘ since the Republic was created. Ail but the ultra-nationalists ad- 
mit the necessity for the abandonment of passive resistance.

PRINCIPAL NEEDS. 

As decided at the last meeting. 
a sub-committee had been formed’ 
in Japan and had sent the 
Committee a great deal of 
usefal information. A messace 
fram them stated that the 
principal need of the Japanese! 
at the present time was help in 
form of remittances. The Chinese 
had ample fo d supplies, but 
required blankets and warin 
clothing for those remaining in 
Japan,and money to repatriate 
those returning to China. There 
were about 1.490 Chinese refugees 
in Osaka, Kobe and Nagasaki, 
besides about 2,000 students and 
labourers in Tokyo. The sub- 
committee suggested a contribu- 
tion cf yen 10,000to the local Chin- 
ese Fund. The Indians were amply’, 
provided for by their own organi- 
sations,. the message ‘stated. 
Foreign clothing was required and 
Jater money would be needed to 
provide sustenance and for re- 
patriating foreign refavees of all 
nationalities.

DENGUE & MO:QUITOES. 


Parasite Viseovered Quile 
Recently. 


In the course of his recent 
lecture at the Y. M.C. A." Mos- 
quitoes and Disease” Lieut.- 
Colonel EL Bisset, I. M. S. 
Director of Public Health, Burma, 
said every, resident in Rangoon 
was familiar with dengue and 
most of them had personal ex- 
perience of the ugonising pains ir 
caused in one’s bones and the 
dreadful mental depression and 
feeling of utter misery that might} 


_{ follow an attack. 


Dengue commonty occurred in 
great epidemics so that nearly 
every one ina bad year might go 
down with it in a comparatively 
sheet period. It was not in- 
fectious. The parasite which was 
like the organism which caused 
Yellow Fever was only discovered 
quite recently. There was no 
doubt that the disease was spread 
by'insects. The portions of the 
world where the disease existed 
exactly ‘corresponded with thoxe 
where what the lecturer had callee 
tiger mosquitoes (stegontyae) were 
founc. It had been transmitted ex- 
perimentally by making infected 
tiger mosquitoes bite men inareas 
where Dengue did not exist 


naturally. There wasstilla little{ . 
whether certain} .- 


doubt as tp 
species of hunch-backs (culicae} 
were not implicated, but on the 
whole evidence was against it. 
The-incubation period was from 
three to eight days, but it might 


be as short as twoand a half. 


days or as long as fifteen days. 
The disease was rarely fatal. 
One attack does not produce im- 
munity. Many people got-it year 
after year. People who were 

fering from the disease were 

Ty infectious to mosquitoes for 
a day or two at the beginning of 
the attack. Unlike malaria, men 
were not carriers. 


The mosquito was the reservoir 
of the disease.. Once a mosquito 
was infected it appeared to re- 
main infectious for several 
weeks —possibly for the rest of its 
life. In a place like Rangoon 
where the condjtions were always 
suitable tor the breeding of mos- 
quitees, the dieease- probably 
never completely died out; but, 
in places where the conditions 
were only suitable for a few 
months of thé year and‘ where 
adult mosquitoes where killed off 
by cold,a re-infection of the local- 
ity was necéssary to produce en] 
epidemic. 


That might happen from al - 


traveller having. been bitten in: 
another place and developing the 
fever in. the ‘new Jocality ‘so 
infecting the Toosquitoes, but 
more usually the disease was 
brought by infected mosquitoes 
travelling on “ships arriving Bt 
ports.

Strange Justice. 

The latest develupment in the 
case of Mr. T. T. Ching, former 
manager of the Provincial Bank 
nf Kwongtung, and Commissioner 
of Finance, is the: Dr.‘ Sun has 
quashed the sentence of death 
recently passed on him for alleged 
embezzlement and has, granted 
him hi-~ freedom. The Cunton 


| Drily News (a Government organ) 


devotes much space to what it 
term: Dr. Sun's magnanimous 
spirit in granting this pardon. 
remarking that the latter “has 
repaid ingratitude with gracious 
generosity.” The whole impres- 
sion left by this article and by the 
news.item telling of Mr. Ching’s 
release ix that an absolutely free 
pardon, unaccompanied by any 
condigions whatever, has. been 
granted. If current reports, how- 
ever,.are thue, what has really 
happened is that Mr. Ching has 
secured his release hy the pay- 
ment ofa sum of four lakhs of 
dollars ‘a circumstance which 
entirely rules-out any question of 
wragnanimity or generosity on 
the part of Dr. Sun, The other 
day, in commenting on this case, 
we revealed the efforts which’ had 
been made to secure a huge -um 
of money from Mr. Ching by the 
familiar proce-s of intimidation. 
It would now appear that, other 
attempts having failed, the death 
sentence Was passed gs a last 
resort, and that this has had the 
desired result of bringing forth 
the money demanded. * 


Other Points. 


We cannot turn this case over 
in our minds without thinking of 
the low standard of official, life 
now prevalingin Canton, Inany 
well-governed centre there can 
be no compromising with justice. 
We du not say that Mr. Ching was’ 
guilty of embezzlement --indeed, 
we have already thrown some 
light on the affair which suggests 
that he may have been altogether 
innecent of the charges brought 
against him. But the. Canton 
Government organ sume little 
time ago declared that there was 
ne room left for doubt as to bis} 
guilt and even in the comment on 
bis release. it asserts. that he 
caused considerable harm and 
distress tu the people of Kwang- 
tung. Yet he has been pardoned, 
despite the same journal's recent 
plea that, in such -cases the 
criminal must be given an object 
lesson that willserve as a deter- 
rent to others.. On the assump- 
tion that Mr. Ching is guilty,-it 
looks as though he had purchased 
immunity from” puttishment—not 
a very elevating: Piece of business.
